preceding generations. Advocacy of such a policy 
has brought me to a keen appreciation of the fact 
that national planning can be done only when based 
1 local planning efforts and organizations." In 
those early days there was, of course, a great deal 








of discussion about the work relief and public works 
programs. In July 1935, ASPO announced a conference 
on state planning to be held in Chicago in October. 
In December of that year the Newsletter was devoted 
entirely to state planning. That was the first 
issue using the paper stock which is currently in 
use; and that issue was accompanied by a special 
report on planning in Europe which contained, among 
other things, the first publication in this country 
of the new plan for the rebuilding of Moscow. 

As I look back over the early Newsletters, I 
am rather astonished at the very high quality both 
in content and in presentation. Historically, they 
provide a great deal of valuable information, and 
I rather think that the Newsletter will be required 
reading for my next group of students. I have a 
feeling that we are inclined to pay too little atten- 
tion to sane of the extraordinary planning which has 
taken place in this country during the last twenty 
years. 

As planning has become increasingly important, 
as those responsible for government have recognized 
how {mportant the planning function is in local 
government, and as they have called upon the plan- 
ning agencies for more and important contributions, 
the responsibility of the planner has increased. It 
is probably this feeling of responsibility which is 
the greatest burden that the conscientious planner 
of today must carry. 

Because of this, the burdens of office have 
increased as the years have rolled by; but it has 
been a very rewarding task. There isn't anything 
else in this world that I would have preferred to do. 

Life has become complicated, and - I hope - 
primarily because of increasing wisdom; but the wis- 
dom of experience only teaches us how much we don't 
know. Trying to find out what we don't know is time 
consuming, and it is, unfortwmately, a losing battle; 
but the search must go on to the very end. 

With this issue of the Newsletter you will re- 
ceive the report of the executive director presented 
at the annual meeting in Detroit. That report was, 
in effect, somthing in the nature of a brief valedic- 
tory. As pointed out in the Newsletter, I am still 
going to be around, and I expect that from time to 
time the new executive director will ask me to 
contribute to this page. Thanks for all your kind- 
nesses while I was running the show. I'll be seeing 
you.

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Excerpts from a speech on "Some Highway 
Responsibilities in the Larger Governmental 
Framework," by C. M. Nelson, Editor, Better 
Roads magazine, at the Virginia Highway Con- 
ference, Lexington, October 16, 1953. 


". . . All governmental specialists should 
feel more sympathy for the pains and professional 
preoccupations of their allies in government, 
and . . . should associate more closely in the 
process of over-all planning for well-knit com- 
munity, county, state and regional development. 
We possess the guiding and coordinating forces 
for this in organized planning bodies, which 
need the support of all the separate governmental 
agencies providing in their own ways for people's 
wants. 

"Nowhere do highway agencies and planning 
agencies as such need each other more badly 
than in the redevelopment of our large metro- 
politan clusters, many of which are now under- 
going drastic surgery in the creation of new 
expressway systems and new housing projects. 
It seems to me true and sorry that the highway 
engineers and the urban planners speak differ- 
ent languages. The highway engineers define 
their objectives in terms of cutting the time 
and cost of motor travel from origin to desti- 
nation, of reducing congestion in the downtown 
area, of easing the strain of city driving and 
parking. The planners talk about the decencies 
and amenities of existence, green belts and sun- 
light, density of population, appropriateness 
of land use, better transportation but the least 
transportation required for the most people. 
Are all. these motor trips necessary? they ask. 
I am not going to take sides in a conflict that 
never should have arisen. I do say that a 
reconciliation of basic aims is likely to make 
all the difference in the kind of life people 
enjoy in the cities of tomorrow."

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ONE-PERSON-PER-CAR ENTERS CHICAGO CENTER 


The recently published Cordon Count of the Cen- 
tral Business District, prepared by the Bureau of 


Street Traffic of the City of Chicago, shows that on ‘00 


typical week day in May 1953, 156,651 persons entered 
the central business district in 147,777 vehicles. 
This is an average of 1.06 persons per car. 

188,366 persons entered on 6,905 surface transit 
vehicles for an average of 26 persons per vehicle. 

228 ,853 entered by subway and elevated, 132,678 
entered by railroads, and 188,366 arrived by surface 
transit, for a total of 549,897 by mass transportation 
facilities compared with the 156,651 which entered 
by private vehicle. 





PLANNING ADVISORY SERVICE 


Official Joint Planning In The United States 
is the title of Information Report No. 56 for 
November. - It is based on a master's thesis writ- 
ten by Robert J. Piper at Cornell University. 
The report describes the organization and opera- 
tion of joint planning agencies in the United 
States, including the cooperation agreements on 
which such agencies are based. Cooperation 
agreements may be in the form of "gentlemen's 
agreements,” "mitual representation agreements," 
or "joint commission agreements." 

The report also includes summary data sheets 
on 33 joint planning agencies in 21 states. The

ZONING DIGEST 


The December issue of the ZONING DIGEST 
includes a wide variety of cases. There is 4 
decision affecting the wartime provision in the 
city of Detroit which temporarily authorized the 
utilization of single residences for rooming 
house purposes. Another decision held that 4 
building permit conditioned upon private approval 
was illegal. The leading case is an example 
of how little understanding there is on the part 
of some courts of the true function of zoning. 
In this particular decision the court said that 
traffic is a police and not a zoning function, 
thus failing to recognize that a properly zoned 
community is one which should have the fewest 
traffic problems. Another decision held that 
property which was formerly in a county, but 
which was subsequently annexed to the city, is 
not subject to the county zoning ordinance, even 
though the city has no zoning ordinance. Still 
another decision defines a motel; and the final 





decision points out that a board of appeals my 
not reverse an earlier decision unless there 
are changed conditions.

ENFORCEMENT ACTIVITIES

The planning division of the city of Glendale, 
California, in its Annual Report for 1952-53 states: 
"While it is difficult to determine accurately the 
dollar and cents value of the dividends resulting 
from enforcement activity, testimony of property 
owners indicates that in one neighborhood alone many 
| hundreds of dollars were regained as the result of 
i the removal of one obnoxious use which had caused 
detrimental effect in the area. 

"Typical enforcement problems of the year in- 
volved the removal of rooming houses, contractors' 
storage yards, trade establishments, machine and 
cabinet shops, and automobile repair garages and 
other incidental and commercial uses from first 
class residential zones. Also the removal of indus- 
trial uses from the commercial zones and the abate- 
ment of obnoxious and detrimental conditions stem- 
ming from uses in all zones emitting noise, odors, 
smoke or operating so as to create other objection- 
able conditions affecting the health, safety and 
i welfare of the surrounding neighborhood. The dam- 
age to the tax base from their misuses, if allowed 
to spread out over the whole community, would be 
immeasurable and the saving to the citizens and 
taxpayers from their elimination and prevention is 
an amount which would many times compensate for the 
annual cost of operating the whole department."

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How are household pets regulated in the zoning 
ordinance? Most zoning ordinance provisions are 
concerned not so much with restricting such pets 4s 
making sure that keeping them does not extend to 
such dimensions as to become a commercial operation. 
The biggest problem of this type seems to be the 
keeping of dogs. The zoning ordinance may estab- 
lish answers to such questions as when do puppies 
become dogs, and how many dogs make a kennel? At 
least four communities (Muskegon, Michigan; Los 
Angeles, California; Los Angeles County, California; 
and Salt Lake County, Utah) agree that when a puppy 
is four months old he becomes a dog. In Muskegon 
and Los Angeles a "kennel" is any lot or premises 
on which four or more dogs are kept. Los Angeles 
County and Salt Lake County provide that the keep- 
ing of three or more dogs constitutes a kennel. In 
other areas where a "dog" is not thus indirectly 
defined, presumably the licensing designation - 
ranging from four to eight months - would prevail. 

In San Diego, California, an unusually con- 
plete definition of dog kennel has been developed: 
A kennel is “any place or premises where three or 
more dogs are kept for breeding purposes, and where 
the pups are sold to any other person for profit, or 
where dogs are received for care, or for boarding 
by the day, week or month, or for longer periods 
of time. Every person conducting or operating either 
as owner, lessee, agent or superintendent, any dog 
kennel or any premises or building for the purpose 
of trafficing in or raising, selling or exchanging 
dogs, shall secure a permit and otherwise comply with 
the provisions . - of the ordinance regulating 
same." While this provision does not lay down the 
hard-and-fast rule elsewhere found that pups must be 
disposed of in some manner upon reaching the mature 
age of three or four months, it does clearly estab- 
lish the commercial basis of a kennel. At the same

three-judge federal court in Washington, D.C. 
| on November 5 decided that the District of Columbia 
Redevelopment Act is constitutional. This decision 
will be reviewed in the next issue of the Newsletter. 


Housing And Slum Clearance Act Of North Dakota Held 
Constitutional. 

Ferch v. Housing Authority of Cass County et 
ale, Supreme Court of North Dakota, July 22, 1953, 
59 ¥.W. 2d 849. This was a suit to enjoin a public 
housing project in Southwest Fargo, North Dakota, 
and tested the North Dakota Housing Authorities Law. 
The court held the law to be constitutional. 





Eminent Domain Right Of Entry Pending Appeal Held 
Constitutional. 

Opinion of the Justices, Supreme Court of Ala- 
bama, October 8, 1953, 67 S. 2d 417. The governor 
of the state of Alabama asked the justices of the 
supreme court of Alabama if two recently adopted 
acts relating to eminent domiin were constitutimal. 
The acts provide that after a judgment has been ren- 
dered, the damages assessed may be paid into court 
when an appeal is taken, and a bond shall be filed 
in double the amount of the damages. One of the acts 
provides further that in condemnation proceedings 
in which any county having a population of 400,000 
inhabitants is a party, and when an appeal is taken, 

yj such county shall have the immediate right of entry 
QP rane said appeal. The second act was intended 
to apply to all condemmation proceedings now pend- 
ing or hereafter filed. 

The court held that the acts do not violate 
the constitution of the state. 





Terminal Defined. Warehouse Is Not A Terminal. 
Eninent Domain May Be Exercised Only For A Public 
Purpose. 

Beazleyv. De Kalb County etal., Supreme Court 
of Georgia, September 15, 1953, 77 SeE. 2d 740. 
De Kalb County, Georgia, sought to issue revenue 
} anticipation certificates in the amount of $12 million 
for the construction of “truck and railroad freight 
| terminal facilities." It appeared from the testi- 
; mony that the structures proposed by the county 
would contain a total of two million square feet, 
of which approximately a half million would be used 
for terminal purposes, the remainder to be used for 
warehouse purposes. 

The trial court validated the revenue certi- 
ficates. This was reversed by the supreme court, 
which used the following language in defining a 
; terminal: ". .. the word 'terminal' as used in the 
4 Revenue Certificate Law means only a place provided 
: by or for common carriers, whether over rail, over 
water, over public highway, or in the air, for the 
purpose of receiving and discharging passengers, or 
for the purpose of receiving and delivering freight, 
including buildings and structures incidental to 
those purposes, such as shelters and enclosures for 
the comfort and convenience of passengers or for 











the care and safety of freight pending shipment or 
delivery to consignee or to connecting carriers. . ." 

The court said further in defining terminal, 
"it is used in connection with the words highways, 
parkways, airports, docks, piers, and wharves, all 
having reference to ways, means, and facilities of 
transportation, a subject matter in which the gen- 
eral public is concerned, and over which the govern- 
ment has always exercised control and regulation." 
The court said that the county proposed to go into 
the general warehouse and storage business, which 
is ordinarily carried on by private enterprise, and 
in which the governmental subdivisions are not 
authorized to engage. 


California Planning Act Does Not Apply To Chartered 
City Unless Incorporated In Charter. 

Arnold et ux. v. City of San Diego, District 
Court of Appeal, Fourth District, California, Sep- 
tember 24, 1953, 261 P. 2d 33. This suit was brought 
against the city of San Diego to quiet title to 
two lots. The city claimed an easement for street 
and highways purposes over approximately 50 feet 
of each of the lots. The area had been paved and 
used as a public street without objection of the 
subdividers or subsequent owners. The lower court 
held that the city had not acquired title by adverse 
possession. Plaintiffs argued that the California 
Planning Act of 1929 prohibits the city planning 
commission from acquiring property by dedication, 
except where such rights are first approved by the 
planning camissim and accepted by the city's legis- 
lative body. 

The court of appeal, in reversing the lower 
court, held that the city of San Diego is a chartered 
city and is not subject to general laws in matters 
concerning mmicipal affairs, except as the charter 
itself may provide, and it does not appear that the 
planning act was incorporated therein. 








Subdivision Statute Does Not Operate Retrospectively. 

City of Newark v. Padulaetal., Supertor Court 
of New Jersey, Appellate Division, June 9, 1953, 
97 A. 2d 735. This is another phase of the liti- 
gation described in the Newsletter for May 1953 on 
page 39. 

The 1951 amendment to the subdivision act per- 
mits a municipality "to restrain the transfer or 
sale or the performance of the agreement of sale 
and to set aside and invalidate any conveyance made 
pursuant to such transfer or sale." The court held 
that the statute does not apply retrospectively. 
Plaintiff attempted to come under the terms of the 
act as amended in 1950; but the court pointed out 
that under the 1950 statute, a penalty might have 
been recovered against the vendors, injunction pro- 
ceedings might have been maintained against the 
passing of the deed, but no action could have been 
maintained to set aside the deed once it was given 
and the estate vested in the grantee. 

In this particular case there was no obiter 
dicta about the unconstitutionality of the statute.

(This book of 
Christopher Tunnard's has received very favorable 
reviews in a number of leading newspapers and maga- 
zines. The review in The Nation was particularly 
favorable. 

To this reviewer the book consists primarily 
of a series of essays, and I was unable to find a 
single thread tying all of the essays together. To 
me there was a forced and unnatural use of the word 
"planning" in some of the early chapters. 

While the essays were of varying interest, some 
of them were exceedingly interesting, and included 
materials which the average reader would discover 
only through extensive reading. 

The book is really a plea for art and beauty 
in city building. The most pertinent section to this 
reviewer is, therefore, Part IV, labeled "An Approach 
to Civic Design." In this section of three chapters 
the author really makes his case with forceful writ- 
ing. It is certainly one of the most interesting 
books on civic design and city building we have had 
in many years.)
